The most important Scoutmaster’s 
meetingo f the year was held in the 
Scout office last Thursday evening, 
in Burlingame.

Works for 50 Years 
Without a Vacation 


Railroader, in All That 
Time, Has No Day Off. 


KANSAS CITY, MO.—John J. 
Shine, who has sold railroad tick- 
ets to vacationers for a half cen- 
tury, is going to take a vacation. 

It will be his first since he came 
to Kansas City from Carroll county, 
Mo., in 1889 to start selling tickets 
in the old Union depot. 

He’s now division passenger agent 
for the Wabash railroad, and the 
management of that line finally got 
tired of Shine’s perennial ‘no’ to 
vacation offers. He hadn’t even 
taken a day off for sickness or any 
other cause since he first became a 
railroader. His ‘‘bosses’’ command- 
ed his retirement, effective this Oc- 
tober. 

“Tt haven’t made any vacation 
plans,”’ he said. “Don’t even know 
where I'll go. Fact of the matter 
is, haven't thought about it.” 

But for 50 years he has thought 
about other people’s vacation plans, 
although during the early years of 
his career of ticket selling—before 
the turn of the century—he was 
more concerned with getting great 
hordes of pioneers and adventure 
seekers to the open plains of the 
West. 

‘It was a wild era for the little 
Kansas City station,”’ Shine said. 
“People from almost every place in 
the world jammed the depot as they 
poured through this funnel to the 
West. 

“The station was filled night and 
day with colorful throngs, even the 
Indians coming in on the iron horse 
for a peek at the hordes of settlers. 

“Ticket buyers used to stand 100 
deep at my window. Trunks were 
stacked to the ceiling in the station 
with whole trains carrying out bag- 
gage. 

“The railroads have come a long 
way since that mad rush to the 
West. One fellow made a lot of 
money selling straw sacks at the 
station for the passengers to sleep 
on.” 


Texas Starts Excavation 


Of Huge Meteor Crater 


ODESSA, TEXAS.—Excavation of | 
one of the nation’s largest known 
meteor craters, eight miles south- 
west of here, has been started by 
a crew of 20 WPA workers. The 


to rim, is known to be exceeded 
in size only by the famed mile-wide 
Canyon Diablo pit in Arizona, Dr. 
E. H. Sellards, director of the bu- 
reau of economic genology at the 
University of Texas and in charge 
of excavation, said. 

It was Dr. Sellards who first an- 
nounced in 1927 that the largely 
filled-in Odessa crater was actually 
eaused by an ‘iron’? meteorite, 
which appears to have smashed into 
the earth ‘‘thousands of years ago.” 

Dr. Sellards said excavation was 
being pushed to study the effects on 
the earth under the impact of a 
large meteor. The Canyon Diablo 
crater has never been completely 
excavated, he said. He was unable, 
as yet, to estimate the actual size 
of the origina] meteor. 

“Tt may easily have exploded at 
impact,’ he explained. ‘‘We have 
already found and examined several 
fragments.” 

In accord with WPA plans to 
make the excavation accessible to 
the public for its educational value, 
Ector county officials are construct- 
ing a two-mile road from U. S. 
route 80 to the crater’s edge. It is 
estimated that the excavation may 
be completed in about a year.

U. S. Seeking Rare 
Metals in the West 


Project Financed to Make 
Nation Self-Supporting. 


TUCSON, ARIZ.—The federal 
government, alarmed at the lack of 
domestic supplies of certain metals 
deemed necessary in wartime, is 
conducting a $250,000 campaign to 
find new deposits of the metal in 
the West. 

The search, scheduled to run over 
a period of more than four years, 
will be directed in part from the 
U. S. bureau of mines office in Tuc- 
son. 

Such metals as tungsten, chrome, 
antimony, tin, manganese and oth- 
ers which this nation ordinarily is 
forced to import, will be sought in 
the western United States by engi- 
neers of the bureau. 

The survey will be financed by 
funds from a $10,000,000 grant made 
by the last congress to make the 
United States more self-sufficient in 
mining of the metals which become 
vitally important in wartime indus- 
try. 

The survey thus far has designat- 
ed eight projects in the West which 
will be worked by miners and the 
minerals sold to the government. 


Arizona as yet has not been ac- 
corded one of these projects, but 
engineers of the mine bureau are 
studying for deposit locations in 
the desert and mountains and the 
state will ‘‘get its share of work”’ if 
the project is continued, according 
to E. D. Gardner, supervising en- 
gineer. 

Reports of the government's ap- 
propriation already have led to con- 
siderable activity among Arizona 
miners. A tungsten claim is being 
developed and several ciaims have 
been filed around the Globe-Miami 
districts where tests show possible 
presence of rare metals. 

Other miners are finding it profit- 
able to work the deserted gold and 
silver mines in search for metals in 
which the government has shown 
interest. Early miners were inter- 


ested solely in gold or silver de- | 


posits and may have overlooked 
bodies of important minerals.

On Battleships 


Monster Fighting Vessels 
Made Less Vulnerable 
To Air Attacks. 


WASHINGTON.—-Despite the new 
factor of air power in naval war- 
fare, battleships still are believed 
to be the backbone of the navy in 
every “big navy’’ country of the 

A survey shows that al- 


est navy, her shipyards are work- 
ing night and day to increase the 
number of her capital ships by about 
50 per cent. The same is true of 
France, except that France seeks to 
add even more, about 90 per cent. 


Italy’s shipyards are found to be 
working to double the number of 
her battleships. The German navy 
seeks to add about half again as 
many as that country now has. 


Less Vulnerable to Attacks. 


The great strides that have been 
made in recent years to make such 
ships less vulnerable to attacks 
from the air are believed a prime 
reason for this situation, Rear Ad- 
miral William C. Watts, new com- 
mandant of the Great Lakes Naval 
Training station, asserts. 

This surge of reliance on the larg- 
est of the fighting ships is even 
more significant when the rising cost 
of these great floating fortresses is 
considered. 

According to Capt. Jonas Ingram 
of the United States navy, “Of all 
combatant ships the battleship is the 
only one designed to stay and ‘take 
it.’ Nothing else is tough enough.” | 
For that reason, battleships must 
keep pace with the increasing ef- 
fectiveness of shellfire and aerial 
bombs. Regardless of cost they 
must have such heavy armor and 
so many separate watertight com- | 
partments that they are virtually 
unsinkable. 

Cost Mounting Steadily. 

The battleships the United States 

is building today each cost 16 times 


as much as the American battle- | 
ships built 30 years ago, and the | 
cost is steadily mounting. The to- | 


tal tonnage of the latest type of | 
American battleship under construc- 
tion is 45,009 tons. Its main bat- 
teries will carry 16-inch guns, and | 
its anti-aircraft guns have been 
upped in caliber from three inches | 
to five inches. | 

It has been predicted by military 
authorities that naval action would | 
probably decide a war in which Ger- 
many and Italy opposed Britain, | 
France, and Poland. | 


In total tonnage the side of the 
British and French empires is over- | 
whelmingly superior to the dictator | 


powers. Britain’s giant armada to- 
tals 2.079863 tons and France, with 
_ the second largest navy in Europe, | 


has 815,000 tons. The tiny Polish 
navy is reported to amount to 16,590 
tons, or one-third the tonnage of a 
single modern battleship. 

The Italian navy ranks third in 
Europe with 717,920 tons. 
which has had a short time to re- 
build the navy she lost after the | 
World war, has 541,023 tons. 
the empire powers have almost a 
5 to 2 superiority over the dictator 
powers in tonnage.

Sees Hope for 
Man of Future 


Scientist Insists Physical 
Decline Unnecessary; 
Brain Is Key. 


CLEVELAND.—The man of the 
future may not be the stoop-shoul- 
dered, weak-jawed, one-eyed, bulg- 
ing-domed, toothless runt science 
has pictured him, according to Dr. 
Montague Cobb, who studies skulls 
and skeletons. 

“He may not be a bad-looking 
chap at all,”” said Dr. Cobb, asso- 
ciate professor of anatomy at Har- 
vard who spent several months 
studying the collection of skulls at 
the Hamann museum of Western 
Reserve university here. ‘‘He may 
even have some teeth—if he gets 
enough brains.”’ 

The cause of many tooth troubles 
—crowded teeth, impacted wisdom 
teeth, and possibly tooth decay, orig- 
inated millions of years ago when a 
little animal known as the tarsier 
had the audacity to stand on its 
hind feet, and to use its forepaws 
as hands. 

“The smart little tarsier was a 
tree dweller, and our common an- 
cestor,”’ Cobb said. ‘‘He was the 
first animal, we believe, to discover 
the use of the hand for work and 
mischief.” 

Hand Werk Improved. 

As the tarsier’s descendants found 
additional uses for their hands and 
brains, they had less need for toothy 
snouts for grabbing food. New uses 
for the hands required bigger 
brains, and bigger brains required 
a bigger brain case. 

After a century or so, the jaw of 
the animal receded while its brains 
bulged forward, crowding the teeth. 

“The tarsier, by standing on its 
hind feet, caused a lot of tooth- 
aches,”’ the scientist said, ‘‘but we 
believe now that as evolution ad- 
vances further, and the brain cavi- 
ty becomes still larger, more room 
may be created for the teeth, and 
tooth troubles may become a thing 
of the past. 

“In other words, if man wants to 
save his teeth, he should develop 
more brains.”’ 

Analyzes Trapeze Artist, | 

In his studies to determine the 
fate of the human teeth and di- 
gestive system, Dr. Cobb was inter- 
ested especially in the feats of an 
individual famed in song and verse 
—the man on the flying trapeze. 

“Trapeze artists,’’ he said, finger- 
ing a toothy skull which once be- 
longed to a Neanderthal cave man, 
“are remarkable in their abiJity to 
hold a woman with their teeth. One
